Gavin, a member of the house 


armed services committee, 
said 


McCloy was quoted' last month ss 
saying he was opposed to the crea- 
tion of a German army, but that 
in the event of an attack it would 
be difficult to deny the Germans 
the right to /defend themselves. 


"From this statement that the 


Germans -would not be denied their 
right and means to defend their 
own soil, I wonder what Mr. Mc- 
Cloy thinks they would fight with 
—sticks and stones?" Gavin said.

Mowed and on July 22, 1944,

From the hedgerows of the St. 
o area on until the end of the 
ar, the 28th was in the thick of 
action. 


In northern France In August 


of 1944, the division had three 
commanding generals in as many 
days. Ma]. Gen. Lloyd Brown, who 
succeeded Gen. Omar N. Bradley 
aa commander in Feb. 1943, was 
relieved in August, 1944, by Brig. 
Gen. James E. Wharton. 


Wharton was fatally wounded a 


few hours after taking command. 
He was replaced by Maj. Gen. 
Norman D. Cota, who took over 
on Aug. 14 and remained until 
the end. 


When the hedgerow fighting in 


Normany finally ended, village af- 
ter village fell to the advancing 
Americans. Paris was liberated on 
Aug. 25 and four days later the 
28th passed in review on the 
Champs Elysees. 


Between Paris and the Belgian 


border, the 109th Infantry clear- 
ed the forests around Complegne 
of Nazis and the 110th and 112th 
raced through. Chantilly, Creil, 
Senlis and other points. 


Ready now to tackle the Sieg- 


fried Line, the 28th sent patrols 
across the Oure river and Germany 
was entered at 2100 hours, Sept. 
11. 1944. By Sept. 13, the entire 
division was inside Germany. 


In December the Germans coun- 


terattacked in their last big thrust 
of the war. 


The 28th Division was in a rest 


area when the powerful 'German 
offensive was launched Dec. 16, 
1944. 


Men of the 28th, facing east 


along a 25-mile front, fought and 
died in their positions. Nine Ger- 
man divisions later were identified 
in the force which had pounded 
the 28th. 


Hopelessly 
outnumbered, 
the 


28th fought a delaying 
action 


which-enabled the Allied war ma- 
chine to-gain valuable time.

Under New Law Every Person On Social 
Security Entitled To Higher Benefits 


When President Truman signed 


the 1950 amendments to the Social 
Security Act yesterday, every per- 
son now on social security rolls be- 
came entitled to higher benefit*. 


All monthly insurance checks 


now being paid to the 9000 work- 
ers, w-'/^s, widows, children 
and 


dependent parents in the 3 coun- 
ties administered by the £ne Field 
Office wiU 
be raised 
beginning 


with the September checks, ac- 
cording to Bernard A. Farabaugh, 
Manager of the cane Office. 


Farabaugh explained that these 


automatic increases, for Septem- 
ber, are scheduled to reach local 
beneficiaries during the first ween 
of October. Increases will range 
from about 5O% to about 100%. 
For example, a retired 
worker 


whose August benefit is $40 will 
get about 964 for September. His 
wife 65, wiU get $32. making a to- 
tal monthly payment ot 996 tor 
husband and wife. A widow with 
two children who had been re- 
ceiving $55 a month will now re- 
ceive, about $110 altogether. 


Farabaugh said that under the 


old terms of the Social 
Security 


law the 9000 beneficiaries'In Erie. 
Crawford and Warren . counties 
would have received about $196.- 
000 for the month of September. 
Under the new increases, however, 
total payments for September are 
estimated to be about $363.000,' or 
an immediate increase of 
some 


$168,000 monthly 
in 
insurance 


benefits. 


A very important aspect of tiie 


new legislation is the more liber- 
al qualifying conditions. Any indi- 
vidual now age 65 or more who 
has at least six "quarters of cov- 
erage" may be immediately elig- 
ible for monthly benefit payments. 
In this _ area there are about 800 
persons' over 65" with 6 or more 
"quarters of coverage" who may 
now claim benefits even though 


they could not qualify under the 
former requirements. 
The social 


security office here has been re- 
viewing records for several weeks 
to screen as many as possible of 
these persons and will send letters 
notifying them that benefits may 
now be payable if the claim is re- 
newed. 


Farabaugh estimated that the 


Erie area would have 
approxi- 


mately the following numbers of 
newly covered workers under soc- 
ial security: 18,000 self-employed 
persons; 2.400 farm workers; 2.7'JO 
household workers 
in 
private 


homes. Coverage will 
begin on 


January 1, 1951 for these groups. 
Household workers, which Includ- 
es maids, cooks, baby sitters, etc. 
will not be covered unless they 
work 24 days or more for the same 
employer and are paid cash wages 
of $50.00 01 more per 
calendar 


quarter. Farm workers must work 
"regularly". In general, they will 
not be covered unless they work 
five months or longer for the same 
farm operator. This bars seasonal 
farm workers and harvesters. 


Employes ot non-profit Institu- 


tions and of State and local gov- 
ernments may be covered if the 
institution or State chooses.

FUTURE DIFFICULTIES IN KOREA 


Military victory in Korea won't end our problems 


there, in the opinion of Bruce Biossat, NEA Service editor- 
ial writer. He thinks it will merely give us new ones, in 
the political and economic sphere. Even though triumph 
in the field may be many months away we ought to waste 
no time in sketching out plans to meet coming problems. 


A look at Korea's economic condition is enough to 


make clear the size of our future difficulties there. Korea* 
is a land where 21,000,000 people normally live close to 
starvation. , Poverty is the rule, even without war. 


But note what two months of war have done: 
Hun- 


dreds of villages have been leveled by fire and shell. 
Hun- 


dreds of thousands of farmers have been driven from their 
fields. Industrial plants have been bombed and looted. 
Transportation has been smashed. Except in the Ameri- 
can-held sectors almost every bridge south of the 38th 
parallel has been knocked -out. 


With winter coming on, every coal mine is in enemy 


hands. When the mines are recovered they will undoubt- 
edly be found stripped of their machinery. 
Virtually 


no wood is available for fuel (or for housing). Koreans 
are fishermen as well as farmers—great numbers of their 
fishing boats have sunk. Oil tanks, warehouses, dock fa- 
cilities and many other installations are gone. 


We are in Korea to rescue the people from Soviet- 


inspired aggression. But reports indicate they nevertheless 


." hold us responsible for the war damage and look to us to 


make it good when the conflict is over. This may sound 


„ ungrateful, but it's eminently practical. 


Furthermore, there's precedent for such an attitude. 


At the end of World War II we put out more than $3 bil- 
lion to rehabilitate the Philippines. Most of the damage 
had been done by U. S. forces in freeing the islands from 
Japanese control. 


From Tokyo come signs we already are recognizing the 


magnitude of the Korean economic problems. 
ECA of- 


ficials plan to ship thousands of tons of cereals to Korea in 
the next few months. They're requesting preliminary sur- 
veys of immediate relief needs. Informed guesses are that 
$200 million will be needed to meet pressing needs be- 
tween now and next July. About $7,500,000 has been set 
aside to provide for spring rice planting. 


Americans may feel like complaining—"Just another 


area for us to support. Aren't we doing enough for the 
world as it is?" 
Of course it's painful, this vast job of 


helping countries all over the world. But these are the 
burdens imposed by war and the threat of war. 


Had there never been a World War II, the world 


would not have been so impoverished and prostrated as 
it has become in vast areas. Thus it would not be so ready 
a prey of communism. Anyone who has a realistic plan 
for averting these burdens undoubtedly would be wel- 
comed in Washington's highest quarters. But in Korea 
as elsewhere there probably is none. 
„ 


We can't save the Koreans from Soviet domination 


only to leave them a country in ruins. They must be giv- 
en the substance out of which to build a future in freedom. 


WHAT'S IN IT FOR ME—AND YOU 


In case you've ever wondered what *went into so- 


called French SPlad dressings, here's some information: 
After Nov. 12, Federal Food and Drug standards will be 
enforced on the salad dressing industry. 
French dress- 


ing's will have to have at least 35 per cent vegetable oil. 
No mineral oils will be allowed. Flavoring of salt, sugar, 
syrup or honey will be permitted, but no coloring agent 
which imitates eggyolk. Tomato paste, catsup or sherry 
wine are optional. 
Citric acid must be limited to one- 


fourth of the acetic acid in vinegar, lemon or lime juice 
used. French dressing may be emulsified (thickened) by 
not more than three-fourths of one per cent by weight of 
gum arabic, guar gum, extract of Irish moss, propylene 
glycol ester of alginic acid or sodium carbomethyl-cellulose.

Helped by Influence Peddlers' 
Promoters Can Build Fortunes

W7ASHINGTON— (NEA)—"Five Percenters" and "Influence Ped- 
"r dlers" who try to obtain special consideration lor their clients 
through government contracts resort to many ingenious and devious 
practices. 


One angle recently attempted was an effort to get a defense con- 


tract for a certain compapy on the grounds that it would help relieve 
unemployment in a distress area. 


Last February there were 43 "E" areas in which unemployment 


was more than 12 per cent. Today there are only 22, and the next 
monthly report will show even fewer. 


A typical effort to take advantage of this situation, however, has 


been described somewhat as follows: 


A group of promoters, eager to get in on some of the government's 


expanded buying for national defense, located an idle plant in a dis- 
tress area. An offer to buy or lease the plant, contingent on receipt 
of a government contract, was then negotiated with the owner. 


A brochure was then prepared, describing all these lovely manu- 


facturing facilities and telling how big an idle labor force was avail- 
able in the area. Copies were sent to the White House, the Chiefs of 
Staff, and government procurement offices. Also to known Five Per- 
centers in Washington. 


At this stage the promoters had nothing to sell. They bad no par- 


ticular experience in manufacturing. 
They were merely looking 


for something to make which they could sell to the government. 


It is the job of the Five Percenter—the commission agent middle- 


man who knows what the government wants to buy—to be responsible 
for finding the promoters a product to make and a contract on which 
to bid. 


companies entering this field are often at a disadvantage. FU1- 


ing a first order involves high costs. Established competitors are 


always in a position to make lower bids. So the promoters and their 
Washington agent 'try to have their business put in a special category. 


The government's main protection, and the thing that has prevented 


many high-cost government contracts being made for the relief of 
email business or unemployment in a particular area is a firm ruling 
by Comptroller General Lindsay C. Warren. He has held that all 
contracts must be let to the lowest bidder, where competitive bidding 
is called for. In this he is fully supported by law. 


The competitive bid contract is the fairest and best, from the tax- 


payers' standpoint. But the government does also make "negotiated 
contracts" and give "educational orders." 


Educational orders are placed when one of the armed services for 


instance, wants to have some factory prepared to go into mass pro- 
duction of a particular product, if and when needed. 


Negotiated contracts are made for secret materials. The entire 


$750,000,000 stockpiling program is done on a negotiated basis. Any 
would-be seller to the government who can get a contract removed 
from the competitive bid field and put into either of the other classi- 
fications can naturally expect to get a higher price. And that's where 
the Influence Peddlers and special fixers with a political pull try to 
do business. 
There is-no squawk against the Five Percenter who collects his 


commission for legitimate brokerage. It is only when he goes into 
the political pressure field that his operations become shady. When 
some old, established firm in some line finds that the prospect for a 
piece of business disappears in a negotiated contract, its Washington 
representatives go nuts, though there isn't anything much they can 
do about it.
